On April 28, 2006, the petitioner submitted an application for attorneys' fees, seeking an award of
fees and costsincurred in this case filed under the National Vaccine Injury Compensation Program. The
motion seeks atotal of $ 50,536.77, and indicates that respondent has no objection. Counsel for
respondent confirmed with my law clerk by telephone that respondent has no objection to such an award
of attorneys’ fees and costs in the following amounts:

e $40,000.00in legal fees;
* $10, 205.62 in costs borne by petitioner’s counsel; and
* $331.15in costs borne by petitioner, herself.

The total figure of $50,536.77 seems reasonable and appropriate. Accordingly, | hereby award the
following attorneys' fees and costs pursuant to 42 U.S.C. § 300aa-15(b) and (€)(1):
